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ZIMMERMAN VERDICT SHOULD SPARK DEBATE, HOLDER SAYS

WASHINGTON The shooting death of Florida 
teenager Trayvon Martin was tragic and un- 
necessary and it ought to spark public debate 
about how to prevent similar incidents, Attor- 
ney General Eric Holder said Monday 

In his first comments since a state jury ac- 
quitted George Zimmerman on Saturday in 
the February 2012 shooting case, Holder said 
federal prosecutors were continuing to inves- 
tigate. 

“Independent of the legal determination 
that will be made, I believe that this tragedy 
provides yet another opportunity for our na- 


tion to speak honestly about the complicated 
and emotionally charged issues that this case 
has raised,” Holder told a convention of Delta 
Sigma Theta, a black sorority 

Although Zimmerman was cleared of mur- 
der charges under Florida law, U.S. prosecutors 
could decide to bring criminal charges under a 
federal hate-crimes law, and some civil rights 
advocates are lobbying prosecutors to do so. 

The hate-crimes law would require the gov- 
ernment to prove beyond a reasonable doubt 
that Zimmerman, who is white and Hispanic, 
shot Martin, who was black, because of race. 
Prosecutors would decide what to do based 


on the facts of the case and the law. Holder 
said. 

The chief U.S. prosecutor and an appointee 
of President Obama, Holder received a warm 
welcome from the more than 14,000 soror- 
ity members in the audience at the Walter E. 
Washington Convention Center. 

The audience responded enthusiastically 
when Holder said the Justice Department 
shared their concerns about the Martin case, 
and again when he said he wanted to take 
action to counter the “underlying attitudes, 
mistaken beliefs and stereotypes that serve 
as the basis for these too-common incidents.”

A juror in the George Zimmerman 
trial told CNN on Monday that 
most if not all six jurors believed it 
was George Zimmerman and not 
Trayvon Martin who was calling 
for help in the background of a 91 1 
emergency call. 

“I think it was George Zimmer- 
man’s. All but probably one {juror 
agreed},” said the juror, identified as 
B-37 and with her face darkened. 

The jury later reached a unani- 
mous verdict of not guilty 

“There was a couple of them in 
there that wanted to find him guilty 
of something. And after hours and 
hours and hours of deliberating 
over the law, and reading it over and 
over and over again, we just decided 
there’s no other way or place to go,” 
she told CNN. 

The juror who spoke to CNN 
hopes to write a book explaining the 
decision, the literary agent hired by 
the juror said Monday 

The juror signed with Martin Lit- 
erary Management, an agency based 
in Mercer Island, Wash., the firm’s 
president, Sharlene Martin (no rela- 
tion to Trayvon), said in a statement 
Monday 

The juror wants to write the book 
with her husband, who is an attor- 
ney, Sharlene Martin said. 

Jurors declined to comment after 
the verdict, and their identities have 
remained anonymous. 

Juror B-37 been described as a 
mother of two who grew up in a mili- 
tary family and used to have a permit 
to carry a concealed weapon.

Musical acts that sold more tickets and a week 
of clear skies helped increase attendance at 
the scaled-back Taste of Chicago this year. 

Though 1.5 million people perused the food 
booths in Grant Park during the just-finished 
five-day Taste, city officials don’t yet know 
whether the increase from 1.2 million attend- 
ees in 2012 means the latest edition of the pig- 
out will finish in the black. Last year’s version 
lost $1.3 million despite Mayor Emanuel’s vow 
to push it toward profitability 

The mayor’s administration has changed 
Taste since his 2011 election, continuing the 
trend toward downsizing the festival first un- 


dertaken by predecessor Richard M. Daley 

Emanuel also has pushed to increase rev- 
enue, and $40 tickets to fancy dinners pre- 
pared each day by notable local chefs sold 
out for the second year in a row, according to 
the city The $25 tickets for reserved seats at 
the Petrillo Music Shell sold out this year for 
four out of five concerts after the 2012 bands 
played to less-than-capacity crowds in the pa- 
vilion, the city said. 

The mayor instituted those pay options af- 
ter the 10 -day Taste saw attendance slip to 2.35 
million in 2011. Emanuel also cut the length of 
the festival in half and moved it to mid-July 
from its traditional Independence Day perch.

There isn’t a great deal of cocktail drink- 
ing on “True Blood,” the HBO series set 
in the vampire- and werewolf-infested 
town of Bon Temps. The vampires drink 
blood, or the synthetic version that 
gives the series its name. The humans 
drink mostly beer and the occasional 
spirit, as when Sam Merlotte caught 
his cook, Lafayette, drinking “the good 
tequila” during a recent episode. 

Which means the cocktails in “True 
Blood Drinks & Bites” (Chronicle 
Books, $18.95), a novelty book released 
to coincide with the new season, are 
created (by recipe developer Dawn 
Tanagihara) mostly for fan fun and don’t 
necessarily reflect the drinking choices 
of series protagonist Sookie Stackhouse 
and friends. (The book is credited to 
Alan Ball, the show’s creator and execu- 
tive producer; Gianna Sobol, associate 
producer; and Benjamin Hayes, writers’ 
assistant.) 

The slim volume is heavy with the 
color red— blood red. Nearly every 
drink is red or close to red, a hue 
imparted by an impressive range of 
ingredients: raspberries, blood oranges, 
pomegranate juice, cranberry juice, 
grenadine, cherry juice, Campari and 
sweet red vermouth. (The gin-based Moon- 
Goddess, colored by green chartreuse, is a 
notable exception.) 

Plenty of nonalcoholic punches and such 
are offered up along with the cocktails. 

With a lot of stills from the show, quotes 
from characters (“I tell you what, I am 


sick and tired of waiting around to get 
strangled,” Sookie says) and groan-inducing 
recipe names such as Arti-Choked-to- 
Death Dip (really?), the book is more campy 
curiosity than cookbook. Still, it might 
make a funny hostess gift for a “True Blood” 
viewing party
